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Hospital 
parking 
refunds 
to begin 

REFUNDS on parking 
fees will be given to pa¬ 
tients whose appointments 
are delayed at hospitals in 
Sandwell. Health bosses 
at Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospital Trust 
have now approved a refund 
scheme, which will come 
into force in hospitals next 
Monday. 

Patients whose appoint¬ 
ments are delayed - causing 
them to incur additional 
parking fees - can fill out a 
claims form in a bid to claw 
some of the money back. 

It comes just weeks after 
bosses approved increased 
parking fees at Sandwell, 
City and Rowley Regis hos¬ 
pitals. Patient groups wel¬ 
comed the move and said it 
would be a ‘great help to a 
lot of people’. 

Brian Childs, a member 
of Sandwell patient group 
Upper GI Blues, said: “It’s 
very welcomed, it’s what 
we have been trying to get 
for some time. It’s what we 
have been looking for, and 
we are very happy about it.” 

Claim forms will be com¬ 
pleted by a member of staff 
in the outpatient depart¬ 
ment. The form will then be 
taken to the relevant recep¬ 
tion desk and checked, and 
the minimum charge paid. 
If a patient cannot claim at 
the time of the appointment 
a retrospective claim can be 
made by post.” 

Loose tiles 
shut library 

THE new £190 million Li¬ 
brary of Birmingham had to 
close early after ceiling tiles 
fell to the floor. 

Europe’s biggest li¬ 
brary,which was only 
opened in September, shut 
at 5.30pm on Tuesday for 
health and safety reasons - 
two and a half hours early. 

The Centenary Square li¬ 
brary reopened on Wednes¬ 
day after the other tiles 
were declared safe. It has 
been revealed thousands of 
books have been left out of 
reach on high shelves over 
over health and safety fears.

NUISANCE street drinkers in West 
Bromwich town centre have become 
so bad a police officer is now work¬ 
ing full-time to reduce complaints. 

Pc Steven Horton is heading the crackdown 
on boozing in public places in the town centre, 
which has been previously blighted by scenes 
of chronic alcohol abuse. 


This has included people 
carrying bags of their own 
vomit and urine, defecating 
in the street and drunks fall¬ 
ing asleep in the corners of 
shops and becoming aggres¬ 
sive with their owners when 
they are asked to move. 

That is on top of begging 
and anti-social behaviour in 
other town centre locations. 

Inspector Akeel Najib, 
from Sandwell Police, said 
members of the public had 
asked for their complaints 
about problems to be treated 
as a priority, which was why 
Pc Horton had been moved 
into a more dedicated role. 

Mr Najib said: “It’s very 
important work. We’ve 
done work based on what 
the community was telling 
us about street drinking. 

Walked 

“The neighbourhood ser¬ 
geants discussed it and as it 
was a priority for the com¬ 
munity, we needed to make 
it a priority for us.” 

The crackdown has al¬ 
ready seen four problem 
drunks kicked out of the 
country in recent months. 

Three were arrested and 
taken to detention centres 
in the UK for their removal 
back to Poland in February. 

Nuisance boozer Henryk 
Kujawa, who had walked 
the streets with a bag of his 
own vomit, was also sent 
back to his native Poland in 
December in what was then 
believed to be a British first. 

Mr Najib added: “We

decided to tackle this pos¬ 
itively. We’ve had some 
pretty extreme examples of 
individuals where we have 
no other choice but to go 
down the route of using im¬ 
migration legislation to take 
them out of the country.” 

Officers revealed last 
month there were three fur¬ 
ther live cases of nuisance 
drinkers who could also face 
deportation. 

The three Eastern Euro¬ 
pean men, all aged under 
40, are described as being 
‘homeless by choice’. 

Work will get under way 
to deport them if they do not 
begin to engage with author¬ 
ities hoping to find them 
work or training and help 
with their addictions to stop 
them from being a nuisance. 

The men have already 
received several verbal and 
written warnings through 
the process, which takes be¬ 
tween four and six months 
to complete. 


Council's 
£ 43,000 
legal bill 
for Public 

SANDWELL Council spent 
tens of thousands of pounds 
on legal fees drawing up 
its 25-year contract with 
Sandwell College to use The 
Public as a sixth form cen¬ 
tre. 

The authority spent 
£43,230, excluding VAT 
with Ashfords law firm, 
starting last year, to draw 
up the papers for the agree¬ 
ment between the two par¬ 
ties. 

This will further anger 
critics of the deal, as the 
council incurred these costs 
when it has its own in-house 
legal team and the firm used 
was not local. 

But the council confirmed, 
after a request under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act, that it did not incur 
travelling costs as all meet¬ 
ings with the firm were held 
in West Bromwich. 

A petition with more than 
5,000 signatures had op¬ 
posed the move. 

Novemeber’s cclosure 
prompted critics to say the 
decision was borne out of a 
lack of appreciation for the 
arts, as well as making the 
original investment in the 
gallery in vain. 

Chefs have continued to 
stress the cash-strapped au¬ 
thority could not afford to 
continue the £1.5m a year 
subsidy at a time when it 
was being forced to remodel 
frontline services to make 
savings of £120 million.

Tuesday, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard Heidari was behind 
the wheel as the trio fled the 
scene in his Citroen Saxo on 
January 31. 

They were stopped a short 
time later by police on Ox¬ 
ford Road where they all 
tried to run, but 21-year-old 
Heidari, from Creed Way 
in West Bromwich, was 
caught in an outbuilding of 
a nearby mosque. His ac¬ 
complices were not appre¬ 
hended. 

Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, read out a statement 
from the victim, a mother of 
two. She said: “The incident 
has left her very upset and 
frightened, and in particular 
the children were left fright¬ 
ened.” 

In his defence, Heidari’s 
barrister Mr Bernard Por¬ 
ter said he got ‘swept along’ 
by the incident in which he 
was only supposed to be the 
driver. He said Heidari tried 
to pull over when the police 
were following his car, but 
was ‘urged’ by his accom¬ 
plices to keep going. Despite 
this, he stopped a short dis¬ 
tance later.” 

Judge Nicholas Webb 
jailed Heidari, who works 
at his family’s pizza restau¬ 
rant, for 14 months after 
pleading guilty to burglary, 
and an extra two months, 
to run consecutively, after 
pleading guilty to driving 
while disqualified. He also 
pleaded guilty to driving 
without insurance. The 
court was also told the vic¬ 
tim had previously been 
dealt with over the canna¬ 
bis.

A ROBBERY on a bus was foiled after the 
targeted passenger punched one of the two 
offenders in the face before running off.

Five years 
for dealer 
who had 
shotguns 

A DRUG dealer who claimed 
he stole two shotguns and 
more than £4,000 worth of 
heroin from a flat to sell for 
drug money has been jailed 
for five years. 

John Cooksey, said he 
swiped the weapons and 
44.32 grammes of heroin 
from a flat in Wednesbury 
after getting a tip-off from 
a friend the property had 
been left unsecure. 

The 42-year-old then 
stored the drugs in a black 
plastic bag which was hang¬ 
ing from a wire on a fence 
at his partner’s address 
in Charnwood Road, The 
Delves, Walsall. 

The guns and 66 shot gun 
cartridges were locked up in 
a garage in nearby Acacia 
Avenue. Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard how 
police were called to the 
home of Cooksey’s partner 
on New Year’s Eve after the 
pair got into an argument. 

Mr Patrick Sullivan, 
prosecuting, told the court: 
“The police attended the 
property and they found a 
small quantity of cannabis.” 
He explained that further 
searches uncovered the her¬ 
oin and weapons. 

Cooksey of St Paul’s 
Crescent, Hill Top, West 
Bromwich pleaded guilty to 
possession of the guns, the 
ammunition and possession 
of heroin and cannabis.

Father of Anslow hits out over sentence

THE father of Black Country criminal John 
Anslow today vehemently defended his son, 
saying he had been ‘victimised’ by police. 

John Anslow senior said his son was 
angry at his long sentence and that he made 
his money as a professional gambler. 

Anslow was found not guilty of the mur¬ 
der of Staffordshire father-of-two Richard 
Deakin. After was given 22 years for con¬ 
spiring to supply cocaine and cannabis, and 
a further seven years for escaping from a 
prison van. 

Anslow, aged 33, who was violently 
sprung from the van by men wielding 


sledgehammers and a shotgun, went on 
the run to Cyprus and was sentenced for 
the drugs offences in his absence in 2012. 
Now his father has contacted the Express & 
Star to hit out at police for what he terms as 
them falsely portraying Anslow as the head 
of a large-scale drugs ring. 

“He’s been victimised,” claimed Mr 
Anslow, who lives in London. “They’ve in¬ 
correctly painted my son as the head of this 
drugs organisation. They’ve got nobody else 
to pin it on and our family’s got a bad repu¬ 
tation. They sentenced him when he was in 
Cyprus so he couldn’t even defend himself.” 


Details of the Tipton man’s lavish life¬ 
style came to light in court. He regularly 
spent thousands of pounds on holidays and 
owned a £90,000 Porsche Panameras. 

Mr Anslow Snr said: “He was a profes¬ 
sional gambler and made all his money on 
the track and in the casino. I’ve spoken to 
him and he knew he’d be found not guilty 
for the murder (of Mr Deakin).” 

Superintendent Jo Chilton said Anslow 
could offer ‘no legitimate explanation’ for 
his considerable wealth. 

“We are satisfied that the judicial process 
has been fair and proper,” she said.

New gear to save 200 lives a year

PATIENTS at Sandwell Hospital will 
soon benefit from a new electron¬ 
ic warning system which could save 
more than 200 lives a year. 

Health chiefs at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals (SWBH) NHS 
Trust are investing £576,000 into the 
VitalPAC system which uses iPhones 
and iPads to monitors a patient’s con¬ 
dition and alert the nursing team if 
their condition suddenly worsens. 

VitalPAC allows nurses to enter 
vital signs at the bedside onto the elec- 


patient who has benefited from th« 

tronic devices - including pulse, tem¬ 
perature and blood pressure - rather 
than using a traditional paper chart, 
allowing doctors, nurses and other 
medical staff to check on and update 
a patient’s condition quicker and more 
easily than ever before. 

The system can even automatically 
analyse the information recorded from 
the patient and send staff an alert if a 
patient is in need of immediate medi¬ 
cal attention, providing an electronic 
back-up to their decision-making. 


new electronic warning system 

Dr Roger Stedman, Medical Direc¬ 
tor at SWBH, said: “This system will 
ensure we identify deteriorating pa¬ 
tients quickly throughout the Trust 
and have the ability to ensure a better 
quality of care for patients. 

“Rather than nurses filling in 
hand-written charts, vital signs will 
be recorded electronically, these can 
then be monitored centrally at ward 
level or hospital level, and if need be, 
emergency medical response teams 
can be mobilised.” 


A FORMER Olympic wrestler who won a 
bronze medal at the Commonwealth Games 
has been jailed for trading guns and ammu¬ 
nition in the car park of a busy retail park. 

Amarjit Singh, from Willenhall, won 12 British ti¬ 
tles during a glittering wrestling career, which saw 
him represent Great Britain at the 1996 Olympics. 


He even went on to coach 
in the West Midlands. 

But the 43-year-old’s fall 
from grace was documented 
during a hearing at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
where he admitted acting as 
courier for firearms and live 
ammunition in exchange for 
£100 worth of cigarettes. 

The court heard Singh 
was caught with a second 
man, Lithuanian Andrius 
Valnuchinas. 

Valnuchinas was seen 
putting a bag into the boot 
of a car driven by Singh at 
the Gallagher Retail Park 
in Wednesbury. Officers 
searched it and discovered 
a bag containing three new 
7.62mm Tordev semi-au¬ 
tomatic handguns, three 
magazines loaded with 24 
bullets and a latex Frank¬ 
enstein mask. 

Singh told the court that 
he had known Valnuchi¬ 
nas for around three years 
having met him at a gym in 
Wolverhampton.Defending 
Singh, Mr Michael Wolkind 
QC told the court his cli¬ 
ent had lost 70 per cent of 
his hearing and suffered 
liver and kidney problems 
as a result of his wrestling 
career. “He has been a fine 
and successful competitor,” 
he said. “He is bewildered 
and ashamed regarding his 
actions.” 

Singh, of Chiltern Drive, 
Portobello, Willenhall, 
pleaded guilty to three 
counts of possessing a fire¬ 
arm and ammunition. He 
was sentenced to six and a

half years for the firearms 
offence with three years to 
run concurrently for pos¬ 
sessing the ammunition. 
Valnuchinas, aged 39, of Lil¬ 
ian Grove, Bilston, is serv¬ 
ing an eight year sentence. 

A talented wrestler even 
as a youngster, Singh’s rise 
through the professional 
ranks was a swift one. As a 
19-year-old in 1990 Singh 
held the British and Eng¬ 
lish 100kg title at both sen¬ 
ior and junior categories. 
Four years later he would 
secure the bronze medal in 
the 100kg+ category at the 
Commonwealth Games in 
Victoria, Canada. 

In 1996 he would take 
his wrestling skills onto the 
biggest stage of all with an 
appearance in the Olympic 
Games in Atlanta. But his 
attempt at glory would end 
in failure when he finished 
13th overall in the Men’s 
Super Heavyweight Free¬ 
style division.

£11.510 total in rent to 
be paid for The Public 


SANDWELL Council will receive around £11.5 
million in rent from Sandwell College to use 
The Public as a new sixth form centre, it has 
been revealed. 

The authority will be paid the money over 25 years 
and it will mean the council recovers the estimated 
£5.9m costs of remodelling the former New Street 


gallery - which it had ag 
and turns a profit. 

Chiefs originally said the 
deal would save the tax¬ 
payer around £37 million 
over 25 years as it would 
no longer be subsidising the 
arts centre to the tune of 
£1.5m a year. 

This revelation, which 
came after a request under 
the Freedom of Information 
(Fol) Act, means the coun¬ 
cil’s coffers will be nearer to 
£41. lm better off by the end 
of the current lease agree¬ 
ment, than if it had not 
changed anything. 

This is the first time the 
finer finances of the deal 
have been revealed, despite 
the council publishing hun¬ 
dreds of pages of legal jar¬ 
gon setting out the terms 
of the deal between the two 
parties - called a Concordat, 
earlier this year, after a re¬ 
quest under Fol laws. 

A total of 57 clauses or 
documents were however 
then blanked out from view. 
It meant observers have 
been made to wait to find 
out what the college will pay 
the council over the course 
of its lease. 

The £11.5m is based on

the college paying around 
£460,000 rent per year in¬ 
cluding VAT. The figure 
could move slightly but only 
if the current cost of remod¬ 
elling works at the old gal¬ 
lery changes significantly. 
Both parties agreed a provi¬ 
sional figure before signing 
their deal. 

Critics had hit out at the 
authority’s decision to close 
the centre, saying it was 
borne out of a lack of ap¬ 
preciation for the arts and 
their importance. Chefs 
have however continued to 
stress the bottom line that 
the cash-strapped authority 
could not afford to continue 
to pay such a subsidy at a 
time when it is being forced 
to remodel frontline services 
in a bid to achieve savings of 
£120m by 2016 after Gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Council leader Council¬ 
lor Darren Cooper said: “I 
would now like to draw a 
line under talk about the 
finances of this deal and 
concentrate on all the good 
the new sixth form centre 
will do.”

“I would like to make sure that 
our schools, colleges and univer¬ 
sities are working from the same 
hymn sheet on sorting out the skills 
problem. 

I also think we need a common 
agenda for transport issues in the 
Black Country. The whole Black 
Country needs to be talking to other 


West Midlands communities to 
make sure we have a proper joined 
up transport system including our 
local airport at Birmingham.” 

He said that for the Black Coun¬ 
try to prosper it needed to be united. 

“My first priority is to ensure that 
all the major stakeholders in the 
Black Country economy, including 
the chamber, are going in the same 
direction and working for a common 
purpose. The chamber neds to work 
even closer with the Black Country 
Local Enterprise Partnership and 


the councils, who have a very chal¬ 
lenging future in front of them. 

“It needs to ensure the message 
goes out to businesses that they 
have to create wealth and jobs.” 

Mr Johal said the chamber was 
already looking at how manufactur¬ 
ing industry could be encouraged to 
export more.

Transport Authority Centro will install LED light¬ 
ing at nine of its free car parks at railway stations, 
including The Hawthorns, and Tame Bridge. 

The new lighting will replace older lanterns at each site. 


Spellar in 
support of 
dogs move 

NEW laws introducing sen¬ 
tences of up to three years’ 
jail for irresponsible dog 
owners whose pets attack 
other dogs, including guide 
dogs, have been welcomed 
by a Black Country MR 

It is estimated that 10 
guide dogs have been at¬ 
tacked each month, to the 
great distress of the dogs 
and their owners. 

New beefed-up legisla¬ 
tion has now been passed 
meaning that if a dog at¬ 
tacks someone, a member 
of the public or a postman, 
even if the attack happens 
on the owner’s private prop¬ 
erty, the owner will still be 
liable for the attack. People 
whose out-of-control pets 
kill someone can be locked 
up for 14 years. 

Another new element of 
the law is that if an out-of- 
control dog attacks another 
dog, such as a guide dog, 
the owner can now be sen¬ 
tenced for up to three years 
in prison. 

Warley MP John Spellar 
said: “I have been happy to 
campaign for this change 
in the law which will bring 
reassurance to guide dog 
owners.” 


They will use less energy 
as well as cutting down on 
the cost of maintenance and 
replacement. Over the av¬ 
erage life span of a decade, 
the new lights will save over 
£100,000 compared to con¬ 
ventional energy. 

Councillor Roger Horton, 
Centro’s lead member for 
rail, said: “This new energy 
efficient lighting will not 
just help us to cut carbon 
but will also save money for 
the taxpayer. 

“These lights only need 
to be replaced once every 
10 years, which will signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the amount of 
money we spend on mainte¬ 
nance. Park and Ride have 
proved a major success in 
the West Midlands so it is 
important that we keep 
looking for ways to improve 
the facilities we provide for 
passengers.” 

The new lights will also 
be able to be controlled re¬ 
motely, meaning lanterns 
can be turned on and off at 
the touch of a button with¬ 
out someone needing to visit 
the site and the brightness 
can also be lowered, reduc¬ 
ing the cost of energy used 
to light the car parks. 

Patrick Verwer, manag¬ 
ing director for London Mid¬ 
land, which manages the 
stations and runs the rail 
service, said: “London Mid¬ 
land has been recognised as 
one of the most energy effi¬ 
cient organisations in Brit¬ 
ain’s rail industry. We take 
our responsibility towards 
sustainability seriously.”

Forces Support Charity in Carters 
Green, West Bromwich town centre 
was damaged last week after a thief 
stole a wing mirror from one of its 
vans. The charity which helps be¬ 
reaved families of soldiers and has 
more recently supported the family of 
murdered Fusilier Lee Rigby by reno¬ 
vating their garden in Greater Man¬ 


chester, said they have been shocked 
by the vandalism. 

The theft was caught on CCTV and 
shows a man wearing a light coloured 
hoody, a baseball cap and what is be¬ 
lieved to be cargo trousers, approach¬ 
ing the van at around 00.20am. 

The vandal then spent around 20 
minutes trying to remove the mirror 
from the passenger side of the van, 
which carried signage for Forces Sup¬ 
port Charity, before leaving 

Beth Rollins, manager at the West 


Bromwich branch, believes the com¬ 
pany was targeted. 

She said: “I was out of the area 
when I got the call from my colleague 
telling me that the mirror had been 
stolen. I came back and had to sort it 
out and when we looked at the CCTV 
I was in shock. 

“It’s disgusting. We do good things 
and then someone comes and does 
something as low as this.” Miss Roll¬ 
ins, aged 22, said workers at the char¬ 
ity were furious.

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DAVID Cameron reckons the 
Black Country has ‘every 
chance of doing well’ in its bid 
for millions of pounds of funding. 
The wish list includes work by 
junction 10 of the M6, a revamp 
of the Grand Theatre and Civic 
Halls in Wolverhampton, a new 
railway station for the city and 
training centres in Halesowen, 
Dudley and Stourbridge. 

The problem the four bor¬ 
oughs of Dudley, Sandwell, 
Walsall and Wolverhampton 
have had for decades is one of 
perception, of being seen as the 
poor relation to Birmingham. 
Talk of merging them into Great¬ 
er Birmingham just puts people’s 
backs up further. 

While Birmingham is a city 
transformed, Wolverhampton is 
a field of broken dreams. The 
Prime Minister seemed to un¬ 
derstand that when he visited 
Birmingham Airport and ac¬ 
knowledged areas like the Black 
Country had missed out. 

People have seen artists’ 
impressions and heard talk of 
multi-million pound shopping 
centres, urban villages, canal- 
side quarters and new railway 
stations and get fed up when 
little happens. 

Out of a long-awaited £176 
million bus, rail and Metro ‘in¬ 
terchange’ planned for Wolver¬ 
hampton, the city got a new bus 
station and a Sainsbury’s Local. 

The plans are still alive; the 
begging bowl keeps going out 
to central government. 

Meanwhile Birmingham gets 
its £600 million refurbishment 
for New Street and its new £190 
million library while the Public 
Arts Centre in West Bromwich 
gets shut down. Of course Bir¬ 
mingham deserves the invest¬ 
ment. It’s the second city. 

But isn’t it our turn yet?

Former Wolverhampton may¬ 
or Malcolm Gwinnett has never 
really struck me as a party pol¬ 
itician. So I doubt his departure 
from the Liberal Democrats to 
join Ukip will cause Nick Clegg 
much more grief than the opin¬ 
ion polls already do. 

Although it was a well-timed 
announcement from the Euro¬ 
sceptics to bring over a promi¬ 
nent city councillor to their ranks 
on the same day their leader 
Nigel Farage went head to head 
with Mr Clegg in a TV debate. 

The Liberal Democrats in 
Wolverhampton have just three 
seats, all of them in the same 
ward, Spring Vale. 

Yet the past few years have 
been a troubled time for them. 
Another of their councillors, 
Richard Whitehouse, left them in 
2012 following a falling out and 
then re-joined the following year. 

Councillor Gwinnett’s former 
colleagues think he has thrown 
away everything he once be¬ 
lieved in to join a party that 
stands against it on virtually 
everything but none of this de¬ 
tracts from his record as a coun¬ 
cillor who has always been pre¬ 
pared to speak his mind. 


ACHIM Steiner, the former exec¬ 
utive director of the United Na¬ 
tions environment programme, 
once remarked that the way we 
treat the bees would ‘in part de¬ 
fine our collective future in the 
21st century’. 

It is fair to say PhD student Mi¬ 
chael Smith seems to have taken 
these words to heart, with his in- 
depth study of honeybees. 

However - and feel free to 
accuse this simple Black Coun¬ 
tryman of trivialising the fine 
research being carried at New 
York’s Cornell University if you 
believe that to be the case - but 
I cannot help wondering whether 
shoving a handful of bees down 
your underpants was really what 
Mr Steiner had in mind. 

Young Mick, who one sus¬ 
pects probably has a rather 
strange social life, conducted 
what must surely be the most 
exhaustive research to date into 
the subject of where it hurts 
most to be stung. 

And he wasn’t just playing 
around at it either. He spent 38 
days testing 25 different body 
locations, making sure he got 
stung at least five times a day. 

“We speculated it probably 
really would hurt to get stung in 
the testicles,” he said, adding, 
almost with an air of disappoint¬ 
ment, “It didn’t hurt as much as I 
expected it to.” 

That’s the trouble with those 
honeybees, they have to be in 
the mood. If their heart’s not in 
it, you’re just wasting your time. 

Michael revealed that getting 
himself stung in some of the 
more intimate places required 
quite a bit of ingenuity and im¬ 
agination. 

“Some locations required the 
use of a mirror and an erect 
posture during stinging, eg but¬ 
tocks,” he wrote in his thesis, 
which is probably something you 
do not see in too many university 
essays. 

Michael has ruled out ex¬ 
tending his work into the field 
of wasps, or stinging nettles, or 
jellyfish. Probably just as well, 
better learn to walk before you 
can run, and all that. 

And the result of all this work 
is that a bee sting on the nose 
is much more painful than one 
around the scrotum. But I think 
there is also a much more impor¬ 
tant lesson we can all take from 
Mr Smith’s research. If you are 
at the moment deliberating over 
which university course to take, 
my tip is to stick to economics. 
□□□□□

force winds and crushed a car, trapping 
three passengers, two of whom were 
seriously injured. Mr Norman says: “It 
was a delicate and intensive operation 
because the tree had completely crushed 
the roof of the vehicle and three people 
were trapped inside unable to move.” 

The units were developed in the UK as 
part of the government’s anti-terrorism 
measures after the 9/11 attacks in the 
US and London bombings in July 2005. 

“We are trained and kitted out to deal 
with large scale operations,” Mr Nor¬ 
man says. “But the principal remains 
the same whatever situation we are de¬ 
ployed to deal with, be it a traffic colli¬ 
sion involving heavy transportation or 
an animal rescue.” 

He adds: “If a job requires us to 
cut through concrete or steel we are 
equipped to deal with it, and the same 
applies to heavy lifting or rope rescues.” 

Since April 2013 the units have added 
a more conventional task to their remit 
- tending to fires. “Initially we were 
firefighters who dealt with almost every 
incident except fires,” Mr Norman says 
“But that changed last year.” 

Pressure 

The unit took on 32 recruits in prepa¬ 
ration for the official opening of the 
Black Country’s first Technical Rescue 
Unit at Wednesbury Fire Station on 
April 1. The trained firefighters have 
been through a rigorous training process 

One, Steve Mann, says: “The training 
is hard and you have to take on a lot of 
extra skills. Often you have to make de¬ 
cisions quickly and under pressure.” 

A crew from the TRU was called to 
perform a training exercise when Bir¬ 
mingham’s iconic The Cube was under 
construction in 2010. 

Mr Norman says: “They were asking 
the questions ‘what do we do if someone 
gets hurt whilst working 100ft in the 
air?’, ‘how do we get someone up there 
to deal with an incident?’ Showing peo¬ 
ple how to deal with potentially difficult 
situations is part of our job.” 


Trapped worker or cow, a 
specialist team of firefight¬ 
ers is ready, as PETER 
MADELEY found out 


THEIR challenges have includ¬ 
ed winching a man to safety 
from the side of a skyscraper 
to rescuing a builder covered 
up to his neck in soil at the bot¬ 
tom of an 18ft trench. And they 
also put out fires. 

The West Midlands Fire Service 
Technical Rescue Unit (TRU) is a 
specialist team of firefighters de¬ 
ployed on the toughest, high-risk 
call-outs where disaster can lurk 
around every corner. 

Based at Bickenhill Fire Station, near 
to Birmingham’s NEC, the four eight- 
man crews support regular crews when 
their specialised skills and equipment 
are required. And the Black Country 
now has its own unit, with a 32-man 
team stationed in Wednesbury. 

Collapsed 

The units are charged with tackling 
the most complex jobs, including sea and 
river rescues, flooding assistance, rope, 
confined space and altitude rescue and 
casualty extrication. 

One dramatic scene involved the TRU 
assisting other emergency services with 
the rescue of a construction worker who 
had become trapped under two tons of 
soil when a trench he was working on 
collapsed. 

When the crew arrived at Barclay 
Road, Bearwood, the man was covered 
up to his neck 18ft down in the trench. 

Crew Commander Rob Norman, 
of Blue Watch, says: “One side of the 
trenches had caved in leaving one of 
the workers trapped in the bottom of 
the trench.” Only his head was visible.

“We worked with ambulance crews 
and other fire crews, using specialist 
stretcher equipment and a hoist to ex¬ 
tricate him from the hole. 

“It was a long and complicated job be¬ 
cause there was a danger the rest of the 
trench could collapse at any minute.” 

Last year the team was called out to a 
house in the West Midlands to assist an 
obese woman who was trapped in her 
bedroom and was struggling to breathe. 

“The woman was more than 30 stone 
and needed to leave the house for ur¬ 
gent hospital treatment,” Mr Norman 


says. “She was having breathing diffi¬ 
culties but had become housebound and 
because of her size paramedics were 
unable to get her to an ambulance. She 
was basically trapped in an upstairs 
room.” 

The crew decided the quickest way to 
bring her out was to cut away the win¬ 
dow frame of the upstairs bedroom and 
use ropes and a stretcher to winch her 
down 

In February the unit was called to 
Handsworth Wood, Birmingham, to 
help after a large tree blew over in gale

AN important milestone has 
been marked in the con¬ 
struction of the multi-million 
pound new HQ for building 
society The West Brom in its 
home town. 

Work is well under way on the 
development at Providence Place, 
next to the BT regional business 
centre off the A41 island in West 
Bromwich. 

Contractors have now begun work 
on the 500 ton steel framework and it 
will take a further 12 weeks to com¬ 
plete, along with the installation of 
concrete floors and staircases. 

Bosses believe it will make the new 
base for the building society a land¬ 
mark on the town’s skyline. 

Imagine 

Mike Woolley, project manager for 
Capita Symonds, programme manage¬ 
ment consultants for the build, said: 
“With the steel framework going up it 
gives a whole new feel to the area and 
passers-by can imagine more easily 
the size of the building when complete 
and how it will shape the immediate 
landscape. 

“The site has been changing day-by- 
day since the beginning of the year and 
I’m pleased to say, despite a wet and 
windy start to 2014, we are right on 
track.” 

The development site is close to the 
£200m flagship New Square shopping 
precinct. The 70,000 sq ft building is 
due for completion in spring 2015 and 
will accommodate up to 700 staff. 

The society has been based in West 
Bromwich town centre since 1849. 

The build itself is being carried out 
by Thomas Vale Construction. Work 
started with the removal of 5,000 tons 
of material to reach the level where 
foundations could be laid. 

Concrete piling was then completed

The new building will include state- 
of-the-art ventilation, heating and 
lighting control systems to minimise 
energy consumption.

Jealous Black country 
lover jailed over attack 


A girlfriend ‘thought she was 
going to die’ as her jealous 
boyfriend stabbed, kicked and 
punched her, a court was told. 

But today Dean Beasley was start¬ 
ing a nine year jail sentence after 
pleading guilty to the attack at a home 
in Wednesbury. 

Beasley, aged 28, of Alder Road, Wednes¬ 
bury, assaulted Stephanie Quarry at her 
home in Westbury Avenue on November 
15 last year. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how 
he arrived drunk on lager and whisky and 
after taking cocaine. 

He stabbed her with three different 
knives, including one which broke during 
the attack. 

She was left with a cut which was five 
inches deep on her arm after trying to pro¬ 
tect herself among numerous other injuries. 

Judge John Wait sentenced Beasley to 
nine years in prison with a further five 
years on license. 

He said: “The victim said she thought she 
was going to die and that is hardly surpris¬ 
ing. 

“It was a sustained and repeated assault 
on her. 

“The circumstances of your offence and 
the history of your offences make it clear 
you are a danger to the public.” 

Mr Hugh O’Brien-Quinn, prosecuting, 
said: “He was shouting and kicked the 
bathroom door down and continued to 
shout at Miss Quarry and accused her of 
talking to other men. 

“When she showed him her phone, he 
took it off her and threw it in her face.” 

Mr O’Brien-Quinn told the court Beasley 
kicked and punched Miss Quarry and also 
stamped on her head.

A PETITION with more than 800 signatures on it asking 
for Mailing Health Centre in Wednesbury to be kept open 
has been delivered to Parliament.

FROM quiffs to short back and 
sides, a barbers shop with proud 
roots in the Black Country has 
been styling menfolk for more 
than 100 years. 

But Harris Hairdressers in West 
Bromwich has delivered its last cut as 
the shop has now closed down, with 
the retirement of its boss after his own 
50 years in the trade. 

Dave Harris is the third generation of his 
family to cut hair in the Sandwell borough 
following on from his father and grandfa¬ 
ther before him. And during that time they 
have styled generations of boys and men. 

He has been at the business since 1964 
and the 65-year-old has now decided the 
time has come to retire. 

“I have been cutting hair here since I left 
school aged 15 and I have seen this area of 
West Bromwich change a lot over the years 
and I have had a lot of customers come and 
go,” he said. Dave took on the shop from

his father, Rees Harris, who opened up the 
barber’s in Stone Cross in 1956. 

The founder of the business, Dave’s 
grandfather, Major Harris, decided to set 
up business in the Black Country in 1900 
and opened the family’s original salon in St 
Michael’s Street. 

He continued to work out of the shop 
until his death in 1942. During this time he 
had three sons Des, Bill and Rees, who were 
all taught to cut hair and drafted into the 
family business from school aged 14. 

During the Second World War Dave’s fa¬ 
ther joined up to fight with the South Staf¬ 
fordshire Regiment, before eventually being 
re-assigned to the Queen’s Own Cameron 
Highlanders. 

Dave said: “He never spoke about his 
time in the war. He would always just ask 
why we would want to know about that. He 


taught me everything I know and he was 
taught by his dad before that.” 

After the war he spent some time in Ed¬ 
inburgh before finally returning home and 
returning to his father’s shop in central 
West Bromwich. 

Soon after he returned, the three Harris 
brothers got together and began a hair¬ 
dressing empire in the borough, eventually 
opening three shops in West Bromwich, in¬ 
cluding the current shop in Beverley Road, 
where Dave and his father have spent the 
last five decades working in. 

His father continued to work in the shop 
well into his 70’s. He died at the age of 85 
in 2004. And although the barbers has shut 
for the last time, Dave hopes to keep cut¬ 
ting hair part-time and has set up a mobile 
service for his oldest and loyalist customers. 
The great-grandfather-of-two said: “There 
is a lot more competition these days and 
business isn’t quite what it used to be and 
I felt it was time to close up the shop and 
retire.” 

“It’s weird I have seen hairstyles come 


and go, but now I am seeing a return to the 
styles that I did when I first started. 

“Lots of kids come in asking for quiffs, I 
really enjoy doing the older styles. I’ve loved 
every day working here, I will miss coming 
in,” said Dave, who lives in Stourport. 

His family have joined in his retirement 
celebrations, presenting him with a cake 
and champagne at the salon. 

He said: “I really didn’t expect to be sur¬ 
prised by family like that . I had only just 
started sweeping up when they burst in 
with cake and champagne.” 

His wife Margaret said: “He isn’t a very 
showy person, so he’s been so surprised by 
everything.” 

His son-in-law Neil Beddard, 53, used to 
have his hair cut at the salon when he was 
a youngster. 

“As a child I used to come here and get 
my hair cut. 

“All my sons and my grandson have had 
their hair cut by Dave, he always does a 
good job and he is so well known locally. I’m 
sure he will be missed.”

Heading off problems 
with expert diagnosis 


EVERYONE has had a head¬ 
ache, whether it was a nig¬ 
gling pain or a hangover from 
the night before. But what 
happens when that head¬ 
ache is so overwhelming that 
you are in bed for days?

She said: “I enjoy my role, I meet 
new people every day from all walks 
of life and it is not often that making 
small changes can make such a differ¬ 
ence to someone’s life. 

“I don’t really have a typical patient. 
Each headache story will be individual 
and my role is to pull from the picture 
the relevant details to make the diag¬ 
nosis. 

Personalities 

“With 350 different types of head¬ 
ache, my patients cover all ages, 
personalities, job roles and personal 
circumstances.” 

Julie doesn’t just treat patients, she 
also contributes to valuable research 
into headaches and the reasons be¬ 
hind it. 

Her expertise in this area has been 
called upon to provide evidence to an 
All-Party Parliamentary Group on 
Primary Headache Disorders. 

She has also recently completed a 
master’s degree and is rewriting her 
master’s paper in order to get it pub¬ 
lished. 

She commented: “We underestimate 
the effects of headache.

“Daily or severe headaches impact 
on life at every level. 

“A bad migraine can put you to bed 
for several days with nausea and vom¬ 
iting but can also cause vision loss, 
pins and needles and numbness in the 
arms and legs and may even look like a 
stroke, which as you can imagine is ex¬ 
tremely frightening if you don’t know 
what this is.

Away from work, Julie, along with 
her fireman husband and two children, 
is a bit of an adrenaline junkie, but 
also finds time to relax in the country. 

She said: “My kids are adrenaline 
junkies so Mum gets dragged along. 

“I’ve rock climbed, abseiled, ca¬ 
noed, gone paintballing, coast steer¬ 
ing (a combination of rock climbing, 
sea swimming and cliff jumping) and 
even gone into a mine where we rafted 
across a lake, went on a zip wire, 
walked up a waterfall and climbed a 
100ft shaft to get out. 

“I live in the country so it’s great 
just to walk out my door and within 10 
minutes be in the country lanes and 
fields, it certainly helps to clear my 
head.”

Police in crackdown 
on car park cruising

POLICE held a crackdown to 
tackle suspected car cruis¬ 
ers who have reportedly been 
gathering on a Black Country 
budget supermarket car park 
and speeding down a busy 
dual carriageway. 

The move follows complaints 
from people living in Moxley, who 
claim groups are gathering on the 
car park of an Aldi supermarket 
on Sunday evenings. 

Officers have been working with the 
community to try to stamp out the 
problem. 

And last night, police were out in 
force to raise awareness of the issue 
and to deter suspected boy racers from 
causing a nuisance. 

A group of around 15 cars and doz¬ 
ens of bystanders began to gather on 
the supermarket car park, which is sit¬ 
uated off the High Street, from around 
8pm. 

Police stressed no offences were 
committed but they arrived at the car 
park to speak to those gathered about 
the possibility of anti-social behaviour. 

Dangerous 

Sgt Leigh Hale, neighbourhood ser¬ 
geant for Darlaston and Moxley, said: 
“There is no actual offence for parking 
on the car park as it is a public right 
of way. 

“But it sometimes brings anti-social 
behaviour with it and residents have 
complained of anti-social behaviour, 
such as the noise of vehicles. 

“Also if racing does take place, it is 
obviously dangerous.” 

Before the operations began, Sgt 
Hale said that officers would be en¬ 
forcing minor traffic offences at the 
site and would also be looking at issues 
such as insurance and car checks. 

He added: “Police are currently 
going for a high court injunction to 


tackle street cruising, like the one in 
place in Cannock. Police in Walsall, 
Sandwell, Dudley and Wolverhampton 
are all working on it together so there 
is not just a problem of displacement, 
with it moving from one place to an¬ 
other. 

“It will have a massive impact and 
that is now going through the legal 
system. While that is happening, we 


want to do something in the short 
term to tackle this issue.” 

Police were keeping a presence at 
the supermarket for several hours last 
night and set up speed cameras on sur¬ 
rounding routes to catch any speeding 
drivers. 

Aldi has said it is working with the 
police and local councillors to see what 
can be done to tackle the problem.

TWO former Black Country 
footballing stars came to¬ 
gether to help raise funds for 
an historic football club. 

Don Goodman and Steve Daley

The original club folded last year 
after 139 years but a new club has 
been formed with a view to entering 
the league again next season. 

A fundraising committee has been 
raising cash to help support its re¬ 
turn to action. Among the lots that 
went under the hammer at Darlas¬ 
ton Town Hall on Friday night was a 
signed Kenny Dalglish Liverpool shirt, 
which sold for £120. The Liverpool leg¬ 
end pledged his support after reading 
about the club’s plight and also sent in 
a letter of support. 

Scrapbook 

There were also signed England and 
Wolves shirts as well as a West Bro¬ 
mwich Albion shirt signed by former 
Baggies star Tony ‘Bomber’ Brown. 

Also for sale was a colour photo¬ 
graph of the 1966 England World Cup 
winning squad signed by nine of the 
team and a signed Paul Gascoigne and 
ex-Wolves striker Steve Bull framed 
colour photo from when they were 
playing for England. 

A number of signed pictures from a 
scrapbook put together by Wolves leg¬ 
end Bert Williams were also included 
in the auction, which were donated by 
Normal Lester, from Willenhall. 

Don Goodman, who played for West 
Bromwich Albion, Wolves and Walsall 
said: “It was a great turnout. These 
sorts of clubs are the lifeblood of foot¬ 
ball and it’s clear to see that it is still 
important in the area. I started off at a 
club like this playing when I was 15 in 


the senior team and there is no doubt 
I wouldn’t be a professional if it wasn’t 
for clubs like this.” 

Steve Daley, who also played for 
Wolves and Walsall before managing 
Bilston Town, said: “It’s absolutely 
a club that people in the area need 
and there have been some good play¬ 
ers who have gone on to play in the 
football league who have started off at 


Darlaston.” A committee was set up in 
September to generate £5,000 to cover 
costs, rent, registration fees and kits. 
That target has since been reached 
and bosses are looking to raise another 
£5,000 running costs. The team’s city 
ground base needs new fences and 
walls and talks are being held with the 
council to decide whether the club will 
stay there or move to a new location.

There were a few small jitters but 
her rendition of You Raise Me Up, 
backed by the Birmingham Commu¬ 
nity Gospel Choir, was quite breath¬ 
taking and she ended, of course, 
with the now legendary I Dreamed A 
Dream.

Saucy Kylie is

Leon Burakowski looks

BRIGHT and bouncy and a ti¬ 
tle bit saucy, Aussie sex thim¬ 
ble Kylie follows the simple 
philosophy of ‘if it ain’t broke 
don’t fix it’ on new album 
Kiss Me Once (Parlophone). 

Ambitions look no further than the 
dancefloor, and there’s nothing wrong 
with that. Opener Into The Blue marks 
the return of gold lame hotpants Kylie 
and man-of-the-moment Pharrell Wil¬ 
liams lends a hand by writing and pro¬ 
ducing I Was Gonna Cancel. 

Three songs have sex in the title 
— Sexy Love, Les Sex (don’t even go 
there) and the dubstepped Sexercize— 
but somehow she always stays perky 
rather than raunchy. 

The weakest track is Beautiful, a 
duet with Enrique Iglesias, on which 
heavily treated vocals make them 
sound like lovesick Daleks. 

The title track will appeal to long 
time fans of Miss Minogue as it is rem¬ 
iniscent of the kind of pop she made 
not long after Charlene left her span¬ 
ners in Ramsay Street. 

Kyle brings her Kiss Me Once Tour 
to the NIA Birmingham on October 7. 

Gorgeously textured and lyrically el¬ 
oquent, The Take Off and Landing 
of Everything (Fiction) is Elbow’s 
sixth album. Ramsbottom’s finest are 
known for their anthems but Guy Gar¬ 
vey tends more towards the introspec¬ 
tive here. 

Having written that, the slow burn¬ 
ing, majestically melodic New York 
Morning is destined to be considered 
one of the band’s classics. But perhaps 
the album’s finest moment is the mel¬ 


ancholy, ruminative My Sad Captains 
with its haunting use of brass. 

Bespectacled Liverpool-based 
23-year-old from the Potteries Dan 
Croll makes an impressive debut 
with his sparkling electronic sounds 
on Sweet Disarray (Deram). 

His bright techno-pop is examplified 
by the addictive From Nowhere and 
other hook-laden gems on Sweet Dis¬ 
arrays include as Thinkin Aboutchu 
and Can You Hear Me. Always Like 
This and the Feist-like Home reveal 
a singer/songwriter also comfortable 
with guitar and percussion. 

Too often dismissed in the pigeon¬ 
hole marked ‘emo’, May Death 
Never Stop You (Warner Bros) looks 


back at the 12-year career of the New 
Jersey band My Chemical Romance 
who split acrimoniously a year ago. 
The hits package includes new track 
Fake Your Death, certainly strong 
enough to open the album, plus extras 
depending on the version you get. 

It reveals a band that deserved to 
break out of their cultish following 
but perhaps never could because of 
the grim sense of humour that en¬ 
sured loyalty of the fans but others 
just didn’t get. The expletives also 
limited radio play. MCR frequently 
rock out with brattish punk energy. 
Highlights include Na Na Na, Teenag¬ 
ers and call to arms Welcome To The 
Black Parade.

20,000 interested 
in 450 police jobs 

ALMOST 20,000 people have expressed an interest in 
450 new police officer jobs on offer in the West Midlands 
it has emerged. 

The new roles will bring an end to a five year recruit¬ 
ment freeze at the force. 

More than 10,000 people expressed an interest in the 
jobs within the first four days of it opening, with this 
figure now doubling to almost 20,000 since it opened in 
February. 

The official application process for posts will start 
later this month. It is believed around 75 per cent of 
those who have expressed an interest are under the age 
of 30, with 70 per cent living in the West Midlands. 

Successful applicants will have a starting salary of 
£21,999. 

The new officers will be paid through an increase in 
the amount the force receives in council tax. 

Last month it emerged West Midlands Police had paid 
consultants £188,000 to help with the recruitment pro¬ 
cess. Bosses said it would have cost ‘an awful lot more’ if 
they had not hired the consultants. 
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New solar 
panel firm 
will bring 
in 80 jobs 


A SOLAR panel company has opened a 
£6million factory in the heart of the West 
Midlands, putting a dent in unemployment 
figures by hiring 80 new staff. 

SunSolar will produce £300,000 worth of solar 
panels a year from its plant in Houghton Street in 
Oldbury. The company’s factory was opened by En¬ 
ergy Minister Rt Hon Greg Barker ME 

Director Indi Sohal ■ by Simon Stone 
launched the firm two years m - 


ago after spotting the gap in 
the market while working 
the Far East. 

He said: “I decided we can 
manufacture solar systems 
in Great Britain better than 
in China while also produc¬ 
ing them at a competitive 
price. 

“We started looking at 
how to go about it two years 
ago and three weeks ago we 
finally started making the 
panels at our new plant. 

“We chose Oldbury as it 
was already owned by the 
family and it was available. 

“It is great news for the 
area as it has created new 
jobs and a supplier of solar 
panels for people. 

Support 

“We have lost a lot of 
manufacturing industry 
from Great Britain - it is 
about time we brought it 
back.” 

Mr Sohal’s family has 
long been associated in busi¬ 
ness in the West Midlands. 
His father Charan Sohal has 
run Smethwick-based uni¬ 
form manufacturers Orbit 
International for the past 30 
years. He said: “Before set¬ 
ting up the company I was 
looking at started a polysil¬ 
icon plant in the Far East, 
but the global financial 


crash meant that plan went 
by the wayside. It was then, 
however, when I started 
looking at the solar system 
market. It is still young, but 
is growing quickly and there 
is support there from the 
Government.” 

Mr Solhal said that due to 
the relatively low number of 
workers needed for his plant 
due to computer machinery, 
it made it economically vi¬ 
able to produce the sys¬ 
tems in the West Midlands, 
rather than in the Far East. 

Customers include 
schools, businesses and 
homes wanting to reduce 
their energy bills while also 
helping the environment. 

Mr Barker’s visit to 
open the factory came on 
the same day the Govern¬ 
ment’s solar strategy was 
announced, aimed at boost¬ 
ing the uptake of solar sys¬ 
tems across the country as it 
works towards its goal of ex¬ 
panding solar energy capac¬ 
ity by the end of the decade. 

The UK has the largest 
solar market in Europe and 
is the sixth strongest mar¬ 
ket in the world, employing 
34,000 people. 

It is believed about 
500,000 homes are pow¬ 
ered by solar energy, as well 
as public and commercial 
buildings.

N ow The Voice UK has been 
laid to rest for another few 
months, the talent search 
gap is filled by this old favourite. 

You know the drill by now: 
thousands of hopefuls take to the 
stage for there few minutes of 
fame, while the camera cuts to Ant 
and Dec every few minutes 
backstage cackling like light 
entertainment’s answer to 
Hamlet’s Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern. 

If that reference is too highbrow, 
rest assured there’s no chance of 
that with BGT. It won’t tax your 
literary knowledge at all, but it will 
delight, shock, entertain and leave 
millions in face-palm mode as the 
good, the mediocre and the 
genuinely hopeless deliver their 
act. 

So, if Ant had any advice for the 
participants, what would it be? 
“Step it up when you get to the live 
shows,” he explains.

Dec 
admits he is always amazed by 
the variety of talent on offer. “Every 


day we arrive at the auditions and 
don’t know who is about to appear, 
so for us it’s as surprising as it is 
for the audience.

New X-Trail 
from Nissan 
is inspired 
by popular 
crossovers 

The latest Nissan X-Trail ditches the Bear 
Grylls image and instead takes inspiration 
from Nissan’s market-leading crossovers - 
Qashqai, Juke and Murano. 

Has it gone soft or is it merely trying to win a popu¬ 
larity contest? In truth, neither. It’s just a smart piece 
of product development reacting to a changing mar¬ 
ketplace. 

Under the bonnet, the core engine is a significantly updat¬ 
ed dCi 130 version of the previous model’s 2.0-litre diesel, 
optionally mated to a newly-developed Xtronic CVT gear¬ 
box. A 1.6-litre DIG-T 163PS petrol engine has also been 
developed for this car. 

Although the X-Trail appears to have become a bit more 
lifestyle oriented, this is Nissan we’re talking of here; man¬ 
ufacturers of some of the cleverest all-wheel drive systems 
around. 

They just can’t help themselves. 

Yes, you can buy a front-wheel drive X-Trail and it’ll prob¬ 
ably make sense for quite a few buyers, but the four-wheel 
drive chassis is extremely clever. 

The electronic four-wheel drive system, All Mode 4x4i, is 
controlled via a rotary switch on the centre console. It offers 
a choice between two-wheel drive, Auto mode or Lock of¬ 
fering permanent four-wheel drive. So far, so conventional. 

The X-Trail also features Active Ride Control and Active 
Engine Brake. Active Ride Control monitors the road sur¬ 
face to detect undulations which could potentially upset the 
pitch of the car body and alters the damping to compensate. 
Active Engine Brake meanwhile, harnesses the power and 
controllability of the Xtronic transmission to add a degree 
of engine braking while cornering or when decelerating to 
a standstill. 

Individually 

Then there’s Active Trace Control. By using on-board sen¬ 
sors to monitor speed, steering angle, throttle opening and 
braking effort, Active Trace Control brakes wheels individu¬ 
ally, as required, to reduce understeer and help the driver 
steer a safer path through bends: it is particularly effective 
on slippery, wet roads. Finally the X-Trail benefits from Uphill 
Start Support and Advance Hill Descent Control. 

The interior is a good deal more spacious than before and 
features theatre-style seating with the option of two extra 
seats to make room for seven inside. 

Practical touches include rear side doors which open to 
almost 80 degrees - far wider than normal - to allow not just 
easy access but also to ease the loading and unloading of 
a child seat. Middle row seat comfort has been improved 
thanks to extra knee room generated by the longer wheel¬ 
base and the front seats having more heavily sculpted seat 
backs. 

The middle-row seats recline and slide while, where fitted, 
the third row folds forward to increase luggage space. Help¬ 
ful touches include, for example, a large between-the-seats 
console box. The box itself is large enough to take an iPad 
or 10in tablet. 

The luggage bay can be portioned into upper and lower 
areas in a simple single-handed move. In its top-most po¬ 
sition, a dividing board can hold up to 10kg of luggage, or 
75kg in its lower position. 

This split cargo solution enables the user to store, for ex¬ 
ample, a stroller and large items below while creating a fully 
usable upper load surface for smaller, lighter items. 

A remotely-powered tailgate eases access to the luggage 
area. Build quality looks much improved. 

Standard 

This X-Trail is available in three familiar grades: Visia, 
Acenta and Tekna. All trim levels feature air-conditioning, al¬ 
loy wheels and six airbags, LED daytime running lights, five- 
inch colour combimeter display, Bluetooth with microphone, 
cruise control and speed limiter. 

Hill start assist, follow-me-home lights and a luggage 
board system are among the features fitted as standard. 

Range-topping Tekna models feature an array of technol¬ 
ogies which further confirm Nissan’s lead in the crossover 
market. These include LED headlamps, leather seats, elec- 
trically-adjustable driver’s seat, front and rear parking sen¬ 
sors and 19-in alloy wheels. 

In addition, Tekna models also feature Intelligent key with 
engine start button, forward emergency braking, lane depar¬ 
ture warning, high beam assist and traffic sign recognition. 

The Nissan X-Trail is a vehicle which has often struggled 
to assert itself in a market packed with talent. 

The galling thing for Nissan is that on talent alone, it’s 
often been one of the best in its class but it has lacked that 
bit of X-factor which translates into solid orders. 

The latest model aims to bring that desirability to the 
X-Trail. With more space, more equipment, better build qual¬ 
ity and a sleeker look, it’s a car which instantly looks much 
more upmarket than before.

Toyota ticks 
all the boxes 
with its new 
go anywhere 
off-road star

I DO go from extreme to extreme in cars - 
from tiny city runabouts to luxury executive 
limos and vans and everything in between. 

And it’s great fun experiencing driving right across 
the board. Having a look at vehicles that fill the need 
(or sometimes don’t) of the people they are aimed at. 

And I particularly like getting behind the wheel of poten¬ 
tial serious 4x4s - and I mean potential because let’s face 
it the vast majority of those sold in the UK only ever see 
properly surfaced roads and don’t get the chance to show 
off their skills ploughing up and down steep muddy, stoney 
or grassy slopes. 

Or traversing water, although with the weather we have 
experienced in the past few months wading through floods 
did become the norm for so many of us. 

You can get some quite small but very capable 4x4s, for 
example the Suzuki Jimny, medium range and the monster 
man. And the Toyota Land Cruiser certainly falls into the lat¬ 
ter category. And while this mud-plugger does do very, very 
well off road it also holds its own on the ashphalt, unlike 
many of its rivals, giving a comfortable ride rather like that of 
a large estate car without any bouncing up and down and 
jarring your back. 

So, if you want the option of being able to ford our swol¬ 
len roads and wade axle-deep through the mud left behind 
when tides recede, coupled with having a ‘normal’ vehicle, 
the Land Cruiser fits the bill. It is versatile indeed, and it’s 
latest revamp has improved on that. 

There are 60 years of experience behind this Toyota and 
while many asked how it could be improved, the 2014 up¬ 
date has, with the redoubtable Land Cruiser benefitting 
from new styling inside and out and improvements to han¬ 
dling. The reworked design preserves the model’s distinc¬ 
tive identity, while the interior changes raise quality, conven¬ 
ience and ease of use. 

Design changes for three and five-door models have 
been led by distinctive new frontal treatment with deeper 
front bumper, heritage-inspired grille and new light clusters 
coupled with revised rear lamp units and introduction of new 
alloy wheel designs and exterior colour choices. 

Inside there’s a comprehensive upgrade of interior trim 
and the dashboard redesign includes a new control panel 
for on and off-road driving systems, full colour TFT multi-in- 
formation display screen and Optitron meters. 

The dashboard remains functional and chunky as befits 
a proper 4x4 but it is sophisticated in content and means 
of operation. 

Comfortable 

The second and third row seats have been revised for 
easier access, a much needed improvement as it was dif¬ 
ficult for those of a less than athletic nature to board and 
disembark comfortable and modestly. 

That good handling and ride comfort improvement are 
down to adjustments to standard suspension and Kinetic 
Dynamic Suspension and safety features have been extend¬ 
ed with the options of a new blind spot monitor and rear 
cross traffic alert. 

Of course in the all-important environmental area the ex¬ 
cellent 3.0-litre turbodiesel engine has been revised to meet 
Euro5+ emissions standard with added advantage of no 
decrease in performance. This is a big vehicle and any re¬ 
duction would have been a major disadvantage. Constantly 
having to push the engine would have been no joy. 

The Toyota Land Cruiser’s famed durability means that 
it has big resale values which help drive the overall cost of 
ownership down. 

My recent driving experience did mainly involve every¬ 
day day-to-day getting from A to B and it was enjoyable. It 
doesn’t feel as if you are behind the wheel of a big, ungainly 
vehicle. 

Once I’d climbed in (literally for someone of my stature) 
good visibility, seat and steering wheel adjustments set, trips 
were easy and even parking in public car parks where spac¬ 
es can be tight was a doddle made even easier by the rear 
view monitor. A brief foray into forest tracks also showed 
the Cruiser was still as willing to take on off-road challenges. 

The Land Cruiser enjoys a global reputation as an ulti¬ 
mate go-anywhere vehicle, a status built on its formidable 
performance in the world’s toughest environments over 
more than 60 years. 

Throughout that time, Land Cruiser has been progres¬ 
sively developed to harness new technologies to extend its 
capabilities, both on-road and off, and to increase in cus¬ 
tomer appeal in terms of styling, equipment, comfort and 
practicality. 

And that’s just what’s been done for 2014. 

There’s a three model range with prices starting at 
£34,995 for the Active, £47,495 for the Icon and £52,495 for 
the Invincible.

The motorway is the ideal place for this 
Volvo, so it’s little wonder that police forces 
across the land have models patrolling ma¬ 
jor transport routes in the UK.

The V70 really is the ultimate, spacious 
car offering families comfort and sophisti¬ 
cation combined with an impressive 575 
litres of load space.
